As  they  did  not  wish  to  disq^point  the  crowd, 
they  asked  Pat  if  he  would  take  the  other  dogTs  place.  He 
told  them  he  would  fight  the  dog  and  do  the  best  he  could. 
That  is  what  I  will  try  and  do.  I  will  try  and  write  a  brief 
history  ,  as  for  myself,  I  would  rather  not  have  my  history 
written  too  close.

As  far  as  i  know  there  is  no  record  of  Adam  Harter1  s  parents. 

So  our  real  beginning  will  start  with  Adam  Harter. 

The  record  shows  that  Adam  Harter  was  born  in  the  state  of 

Pennsylvania  February  15,1^19  of  Dutch  ancestery.  They  are 
called  Pennsylvania  Dutch,  so  it  is  probable  that  they  came 
from  Holland. 

Adam  Harter  had  brothers  and  sisters,  but  we  have  no  record  of  even 
their  given  names.  While  a  young  man  Adam  Harter  immigrated 
to  Ohio  where  he  met  and  married  Elizabeth  Kinney  a  native  of 
Ohio.  She  had  one  brother,  who  was  well  known  in  Gratiot 
County,  especially  in  the  township  of  Newark.  Elizabeth 
Kinney  Harter  was  born  September  13,  181#  in  Bowling  Green, 
Ohio.  To  this  union  of  Adam  and  Elizabeth  Harter  ten  children 
were  born.  (They  were  married  in  1#35)«  All  of  their  children 
were  born  in  Ohio.  The  children  of  Adam  and  Elizabeth  Harter 
were  Joshua,  Joseph,  Samuel,  John,  Mary,  James,  George, Lee, 
and  itosie’  and  Miles  (who  died  in  infancy. )  They  came  to 
Gratiot  County  in  l£62  by  horse  and  wigon.  We  of  today  can 
hardly  comprehend  how  things  were  at  that  early  date.  They 
probably  found  something  that  resembled  a  road,  but  some  of  the 
ways  was  just  a  trail  through  the  forest.  They  located  on 
forty  acres  in  Newark  Township. 

The  first  thing  was  to  erect  somAiting  for  a  shelter  for  the  family 
and  stock,  which  was  usually  a  log  structure,  then  clear  off 
a  piece  of  land  and  put  it  to  some  kind  of  crop.  The  stock 
lived  a  good  deal  on  brouse  and  probably  the  people  did  too, 
but  there  was  plenty  of  of  wild  game  and  f ishinr  was  good  in 
those  days.  Everyone  turned  their  stock  in  the  road  or  rather 

"  the  woods.  In  the  spring  when  the  leeks  got  un  ,  the  cows 
would  eat  them  ,  and  what  a  mess  01  leekv  milk  and  butter

they  would  have.  They  would  have  to  eat  a  leek  or  onion 
in  order  to  use  either.  We  of  the  present  day  should  take  off 
our  hats  to  the  old  pioneers  for  what  they  endured  for  us. 

They  had  scarcely  any  roads.  Their  fields  were  filled  v/ith  stumps 
and  stones  ,  but  they  managed  to  live  and  some  made  good  homes 
for  themselves.  Short lyt  hfter  coming  to  Michigan  Joshua  Harter 
went  to  war,  contracted  the  measles  ,  and  died  at  Nashville, 
Tennessee  and  was  buried  in  the  National  Cemetery  at  that  place. 
There  is  no  record  of  his  birth  or  death.  Next  came  Joseph, 
sorry  to  say  we  have  no  record  of  his  birth  or  death.  Joseph 
Harter  married  Josephine  De  Line,  'f* o  this  union  six  children 
were  born  as  follows;  Frank,  Bert,  Roberta,  Mary,  Veere,  and 
Lola.  They  farmed  here  for  some  time.  Then  they  went  to  Nebraska 
where  they  lived  for  several  years,  but  the  drought  and  hot 
winds  starved  them  out.  They  came  back  to  Michigan  and  stayed 
a  couple  of  years,  when  they  got  the  western  fever  and  went 
west,  but  not  to  the  same  place.  The  last  was  known  they  were  in 
bouth  Dakota.  The  old  folks  have  long  since  passed  on.  Perhaps 
the  children  are  living  . 

bamuel  Harter  ,  son  of  Adam  and  .Elizabeth  Kinney  Harter,  was  born  in 
Lincoln  County  ,Ohio  December  29,1545.  At  the  age  of  13  vears, 
he  came  to  Michigan  v/ith  his  parents.  Enduring  all  the  hardships 


of  the  early  pioneers  and  he  has  seen  Gratiot  County  develop  into 
what  it  is  today.  On  October  7,  1566  he  was  united  in  marriage 
to  Susan  Gantz  and  to  this  union  was  born  eleven  children  as  follow 
Adam,  dying  in  infancy,  at  the  age  of  17  months,  Emma,  Mary,  Berths 
Julia,  Ida,  Anna,  Vemice,  Arthur,  Millie,  and  Alvin.  Those  that 
are  living  are  Anna, whose  husband  Fred  Rockafellow,  is  dead; 

Ida  married  Charley  Charter  (they  are  both  living);  Vernice  married 
"ill  Andrews  of  Perrinton  (both  living);  Alvin  and  wife  both  livinsr 


The  mother  died  August  13,  1919.  After  the  death  of  his  wife,  Samuel 

Harter  made  his  home  with  his  children  and  during  his  last  sickness 
was  with  his  daughter,  Mrs,  Fred  Rockafellow.  His  death  occurred 
April  4,  1930  at  the  age  of  52  years,  3months,  and  6  days.  He  was 
a  kind  father,  a  good  neighbor,  always  ready  and  willing  to  help 
in  time  of  need.  Funeral  services  were  held  on  Sunday  Afternoon 
at  the  North  S[ar  Cemetery  Church,  conducted  by  Reverend  F.  G. 
Dunbar ,  burial  in  the  North  Star  Cemetery. 

James  F.  Harter  ,  who  has  been  confined  to  the  house  for  nearlv  six 
weeks  with  a  complication  of  diseases,  died  at  his  home  in  the 
villaSe  of  Ashley  last  Sunday  morning.  (June  1939) 

Mr.  Harter  was  a  hard  working  man,  a  good  citizen  ,  and  well 
respected  by  the  people  of  Ashley  and  vicinity,  and  his  death  has 
caused  many  to  mourn.  James  F.  Hafcter  was  born  in  Licking  County, 


Ohio  May,  9,  1546  and  moved  with  his  parents,  Adam  and  Elizabeth 
Kinney  Harter  to  the  Township  of  Newark,  this  county,  when  but 
sixteen  years  of  age.  He  was  married  February  22,  1566  to 
Lizzie  Strouse  who  died  in  March  1577.  Five  children  were  born 
to  them  ,  three  of  whom  are  living.  Mrs.  Mary  Bacon  of  North 
Star.  She  married  Will  Bacon.  They  had  three  boys;  Claud,  Glenn 
and  ^ord.  Both  Mary  and  Will  are  dead  now.  Mrs.  Lena  Green  of 
Fowler  ,  they  have  children.  George  Green  is  dead  now.  Mrs. 
Clells  Gilson  now  of  Elsie,  married  Jay  Gilson,  a  barber  at  one 
time,  but  now  live  on  a  farm  out  of  Elsie,  hey  have  one 
daughter  Blanche,  who  also  resides  on  a  farm. 


Mary  Harter  Bacon  was  born  in  Gratiot  County  December  17,  1566 
and  died  on  April  11,  1936  at  Ithaca,  Michigan. 

Lena  was  born  in  Gratiot  County  November  27,  1572,  lives  in 


Clelle  Harter  Gilson  was  born  in  Gratiot  County  December  5,  15 74. 
These  are  the  children  of  James  F.  KarterTs  first  wife. 

On  August  16,  1579  be  was  married  to  Lydia  Franklin  of  North  Otar  . 
To  them  were  born  three  children;  Lucy,  Elverh,  and  Beatrice. 

James  F.  Harter  died  September  13,  1596  at  his  home  in  the  village 
of  Ashley  where  he  had  lived  for  the  past  seven  years,  at  the  a^e 
of  fifty  years,  four  months,  and  four  days.  The  funeral  services 
were  held  at  the  U.  B.  Church  in  North  Star.  Elder  Day  officiating 
His  remains  were  interred  in  the  Newark  Cemetery.  His  life  has 
been  a  busy  one  and  he  is  mourned  by  his  aged  parents,  who  survive 
him,  also  his  wife  ahd  children  besides  other  relatives  and 
friends  in  this  county  where  he  was  well  known. 

Children  of  James  F.  Harterrs  second  wife:  Lucy  living  in  Flint 
now,  born  in  Gratiot  County  July  16,  1550  ;  Elvert  living  in 

Rockford,  Illinois,  born  in  Gratiot  County  October  12,  1551  ; 
Beatrice  born  in  Gratiot  County  July  25,  1556.  She  is  now 
living  in  California,  a  nurse  in  a  hospital. 

In  looking  over  some  cl#iipings  from  papers,  I  find  the  birth  and 
death  of  another  daughter  of  James  F.  HarterTs  first  wife,  died 
May  15,  1594  at  her  home  in1  North  Star,  Ella,  wife  of  Edward  Rath- 
burn  and  daughter  of  James  Harter  of  this  place.  Ella  was  born 
October  9,  1570  in  Newark  J'ownship,  this  county  and  was  therefore 
aged  23  years,  7  months,  and  9  days.  She  leaves  a  little  babe  , 
but  five  days  old.  ^he  funeral  was  held  at  the  North  Star  Cemet¬ 
ery  0hurch  conducted  by  Reverend  Messner.

John  G.  Harter  son  of  Adam  and  Elizabeth  Kinney  Harter  was  born 
in  Licking  County  ,  Ohio  July  29,  1550  and  departed  this  life 
March  30,  1922  an  the  age  of  71  years  5  months  and  1  dav.  In 
September  1562  ,  at  the  age  of  12  "'ears,  he  came  with  his  parents 


to  Michigan  locating  in  Newark  Township,  Gratiot  County .  He 
was  married  to  Emma  Jane  Hawkins  June  15,  1571.  this  union 
5  children  were  born;  3  boys  and  5  girls  :  Carrie  E.  Pierce, 
of  Washington  iownship:  Mary  J#  Johnson  of  Fulton  1ownship:

George  P.  Harter,  son  of  Adam  and  Elizabeth  Kinney  Harter  was  born  in 
Ohio  on  February  3,  1858  and  came  with  his  parents  Adam  and 
Elizabeth  Kinney  Harter  ,  to  the  Township  of  Newark,  Gratiot 
County  when  three  years  of  age,  and  has  resided  in  Gratiot  Countv 
most  of  his  life.  He  was  married  in  188k  to  Eva  Fuller  who  nroceed 
ed  him  in  death  several  years  ago.  Two  children  were  born  to  them. 
Myrtle,  now  Mrs.  Russell  Cl,  Allen  of  Alton,  Illinois  and  Lovell 
who  died  July  29,  191S.  He  died  February  26,  1933  at  the  age  of 
75  years.  Funeral  Services  were  held  at  Ithaca  by  Reverend  H.G.
